She had Ikhmi sent to 8il>e 
ria for teaching the peasants. 
She had 
l*een placed In solitary confinement 
and at the time she modo my acquaint 
once w as on the verge of Insanity. To 
save her I exerted myself to the ut 
moat, encouraging her, telling her of 
escapes of which I hnd heard and of 
escapes I Invented. 
For this eytnpn 
thy she was grateful, and I was not 
long in turning her gratitude to love. 
There Is nothing like love to stimu­ 
late liotli l»Qi»e and endeavor. 
I silent 
all toy tim* In planning nu escape both 
for ber and me. 
Eses po was not im 
possible, for lite prison system was bad 
and the prison officials corrupt. 
It was 
recapture that I feared. 
To gain time 
after leaving the prison and by time 
distance I hit upon the plan of having 
dummies In our ceils. 
This plan I communion t r l to Anna, 
.Augmenting that when the guard brought 
her meals she should always sit In the 
same position and answer no questions 
This was to get the gourd used to what 
a dummy woald lie. 
Anna began the 
process at once. as I did. 
By our raje 
ping code other prisoners told us that 
there w*as an hour, supper time. when 
one might walk out of the prison un­ 
seen: but, as Anna and I could not 
rely upon escaping at the same time, 
we were to meet, lf fw*sslble, at a dis­ 
tant town where exiles having served 
their term s were permitted to live. 
I m ade a dum my out of my mattress 
and my bedclothing. 
Every time my 
guard g peen red I sat with my head 
bout on my lied os though In melan­ 
choly 
I arranged by the code with a 
primmer at the end of the corridor 
that at three coughs from me he was 
to shriek. One evening I gave the sig­ 
nal. 
The guard, without rebuking my 
cell, hurried to the prisoner. 
I set up 
my dummy and walked out. 
I suc­ 
ceeded in getting out of the prison 
without lieing seen except b f one man. 
who NUp|M»*ed I was a privileged eon- 
\tct. 
It was very dark, arx! I hid In a 
corner of the wall. I had noticed from 
my cell window' a place where one 
could get on a low building with a 
chance of oscni>e. 
Finding a piece of 
scantling In the prison yard, I used It 
first to climb on the building aud next 
to reach the top of the wall, from 
which I jumped down ami escaped. 
My dummy must have w e tte d sue 
Cf**fully, for I Him pot pursued, and 
lf pursued I should surely h a re been 
captured. 
I went to tile remlexvous 
and waited lliere as long as I dared for 
Auna Vronsky, but she did not npi*ear. 
Then I reluctantly made my way to 
Russia, stopping Just beyond the ls»r 
der. Where I remained under nil as 
sumps! name Indeed, my Identity with • 
my former self w as unrecognizable.

made a living trading In furs aud kept 
a lookout for escaped prisoners, from 
some of whom I hoped to hear some­ 
thing of Atma Vtonally. 
It si'erns strange that a man should 
love and continue to love a girl he has 
nevor seen. but there was more lie 
tween me ai d my fellow sufferer than 
lie|we«>n most lovers who had lieert 
brought up together 
And this is the 
reason why I reioolne! In w hat to me 
was the most dangerous position In 
Russia, near the Siberian lioPler.

I chatted with the two women 
fill the anet "c o t to l*ed. The girl was 
about to follow her when I. fancying
